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REMARKS 



Claims 1-30 were previously canceled. Claims 31-36 are pending. 

A. Double Patenting Rejection 

Claims 31-36 have been rejected under the non-statutory, judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over claims 4-7 and 28 of U.S. Patent No. 6,372,185 (page 2, 
items 1 and 2 of the Office Action). While the Applicant respectfully traverses this rejection, it 
is believed that this issue has become moot in view of the terminal disclaimer which 
accompanies this response. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection are 
respectfully requested.
